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To continue discussions on the multimeter, the most logical place 
to start is. the voltmeter portion, It is the most used function and 
the most elementary, 


With reference to figure No. 1, it will be noted that a volt- 
meter is a modified milliameter or microameter. For DC voltages, 
only a series resistor is required to modify the voltage required 
to actuate the meter within defined limits. It is only necessary 
to tap this resistor at various points to provide the various ranges. 
The determination of these resistances is a simple Ohms Law function 
(the desired voltage range divided by the full scale current of the 
méter), The only variation to this principal is the calculation of Rl, 
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The resistance of the meter must be subtracted from its calculated 
value. This is particularly important when the desired range is small, 


With reference to figure No. 2, rectifiers will have to be added 
to measure AC voltages. A higher current must be selected to com- 
pensate for rectifier losses and calibration. Multiplier resistors 
are calculated as above using the higher current. The usual difficulty 
is defective rectifiers. If replacement is required, your best bet is 
to obtain an exact replacement unit. The rectifier assembly will be 
Supplied with R7 and R8 attachéd,restoring the original calibration, 

If a replacement isn't available, select two rectifiers of the same 
type as the original. Adjust the value of R7 to obtain the correct 
indication on any range. R8 may have to be modified to obtain correct 
readings on the lowest range. This correction can be made by com- 
parison with a meter known to be accurate. 
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
